“Unnecessary Delay.” 

Before this line of inquiry was 
opened up, Representative Woodruff, 
republican, Michigan, laid before the 
committee evidence which he contend- 
ed showed “unnecessary delay” by 
the department of justice in bringing 
suit against the Wright-Martin Air- 
craft corporation for the recovery of 
$3,601,705 growing out of alleged 
overpayment of war claims. Assist- 
ant Attorney-General Seymour an 
nounced that suit for the recovery of 
this amount soon was to be filed and 
Colonel Guy D. ,Goff, former assist- 
ant attorney-general, who has had 
charge of the case, denied the charge 
of unnecessary delay. 

Most of the remaining time of the 
hearing today was taken up with an 
inquiry into the building trade cases 
srowing out of the Lockwood commit- 
ree investigation in New York. Colo- 
rel William Hayward, federal dis- 
trict attorney at New York, went into 
details concerning the various cases, 
showing which ones had been con- 
cluded which now were awaiting trial 
and which ones the government did 
not act in because interstate com- 
merce was not involved. 

Lays It to Hughes.

December 20.—Stanislaus 
Wojciechowski, friend of Ignace Jan 
Paderewski, the pianist, has peen 
elected president of the Polish repub- 
lic. Wojciechowski on Wednesday was 
chosen by the general assembly to suc- 
ceed Gabriel Narutowicz, who was as- 
sassinated by an art student after 
serving but 24 hours in office. 

The new president of the country 
was the candidate of the left, or radi- 
cal party. He served as minister ot 
the interior under Paderewski when 
the latter was premier of Poland. 
When the pianist resigned his office 
to go back to America. Wojciechowski 
succeeded him as acting prime mip- 
ister. The successful candidate »lso 
served as minister of the interior in 
1920 and later became chairman of 
the committee to reduce governmenta) 
expenditures. 

Captain Niedwadomski, the crazed 
Student who shot and killed Naruto- 
wicz, is to be tried by a civil court on 
charge of murder on December 29. 

The body of Naratowicz lay in state 
in the old royal castle as his successer 
was elected by the assembly. 

Thousands passed the bier of the 
martyred president, who was one of 
the most successful engineers in Eu- 
rope. 

The government has ordered six 
weeks’ mourning for the -military and 
two weeks for civilians, 
will lie in state until Friday when the 
body is to be transported to St. John’s 
cathedral for the obsequies. ' 

All stores and factories were closed 
in Warsaw when the body was trans- 
ported through the streets from Hel 
velere palace to the royal castle. 
Along the route of the procession 
street lighfs were wrapped in crepe.

Havre, France, December 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.)}——-Georges Clem- 
enéeau arrived home from his Ameri- 
can pilgrimage today in a typically 
hilarious mood, but apparently suffer- 
ing from fatigue. 

The Tiger received representatives 
of tie press in his stateroom as the 
liner Patis was entering the port. A 
large crowd of relatives and friends, 
as well as the correspondents and 
photographers, also greeted him be- 
fore the steamer docked. Clemenceau 
began his visit with the newspaper 
men by denying various intervidéws 
printed in the French press. e 

The former premier had a_ very 
stormy voyage. He appeared gay and 
vivacious, but under the surface his 
friends saw that his experience in the 
United States had been too much for 
him. He will go to his Paris home 
for two weeks and then take a long 
rest at his country place in the vendee 
at St. Vincent du Jar. 

Hopes for Good Results, 

“T hope for good results from my 
trip to the United States,” said M.

MANY CLAIMS 
ARE SETTLED 


Auburn, N. Y., December 20.—

Claim of Orlando, Fla., against 
Lakeland, Fla., for return of $800 on 
transfer of players Lucas and Stew- 
art allowed and each club fined $100 
for “farming.” 

In‘ the matter of the return of in- 
eligibles to minor baseball, the fol- 
lowing regulations have been formu- 
lated to govern in the future: 

1. Dissociation from ineligibles for 
one year is required before an appli- 
cation for any player listed as con- 
tract jumper may be acted upon. 

2. Players listed as contract jump- 
ers who have not played with or 
against ineligibles or debarred play- 
ers during 1922, may file appliations 
for reinstatement with the secretary 
of the National association. 

3. Each individual case to be 
passed upon solely upon its own 
merits. ' 

4. Players listed as reserve jumpers, 
whose names have appeared on the 
ineligible list for three successive 
years, may file applications for rein- 
statement with the secretary. 

5. Players on the voluntary retired 
lists must apply for reinstatement and 
the same be granted. before becoming 
eligible. 

6. No assignmént of contract can 
he made from any of the three above 
Classifications until the player has 
been regtored to good standing.

A rough estimate of the cost of 
modernizing American ships in the 
same way, so far as increasing gun 
elevations and strengthening decks is 
concerned, is approximately $60,000.- 
000. In the British program as 
much as 84,000,000 is said to have 
been expended on a single ship.

Compare Big Gun Fire. 

The most striking point te which 
atténtion is being directed, however, 
is that of long range big gun fire. 
Opposed to the modernized British 
tleet today. navy officers have stated. 
the bulk of the American fleet would 
face the necessity of closing in five 
miles under salvo fire hefore they 
could bring their own guns to hear. 
As the British ships are alsa slightly 
faster, it is said, the possibility of 
bringing the entire fleet into action 
wonld be neglisible. 

Older American battleships, as well 
wus the British shins now modernized 
were designed and built. before the 
possibilities of aircraft “spotting” 
were seen. Their guns had a range 
‘un to the limit of vision from the 
spotting tops of the ships, which is 
20.000 vards under most favorable 
eanditions. Tests with aireraft, how- 
ever, have fully demonstrated both in 
American and British naval opinion, 
based on war lessons, that fire can 
be made effective against ships en- 
tirely out of sight over the horizon. 
The British are said to have acted 
on this knewiedge in making the 
costly changes necessary to raise 
turret guns to a 30-degree firing ele- 
vation as compared to the old eleven 
or twelve«legree maximum.
